Nonetheless, I feel that at 
the present moment?, the state of my critical intellect allows 
me to do that 'very- thing, and with a good reason: I’d like to 
forewarn the upcoming seniors of the impending disaster. 

\ while back a group of students on this campus wrote 
letters, to faculty and administration members, and present- 
ed signed petitions and weighty arguments for the abolition 
of comprehensive examinations, ( At this time these tests 
were a requirement for graduation.) Their admonitions were 
heard, and Praise to the Lord, the administration and faculty 
voted to abolish that dreaded series of examinations. 

But there’s an olcLadage that a good man never stays 
down, and so it has come to pass that our inventive .admini- 
stration and faculty have at last found a replacement for what 
can legitimately* be referred to as “senior insomnia.” This time 
it’s called Graduate Record Exams. . • — 

Now it' must be admitted that the college is doing the 
senior class a favor by administering these tests here on cam- 
pus, If this were not the case, those seniors who are hoping to 
attend graduate school would have to pay about $1*2.00 to 
be able to take the tests at Purdue. For this I am deeplv 
indebted . . . especially since. Homecoming ha s man aged to 
rapidly deplete anv savings, that the members of th e se nior 
class have been able to conjure up. 

BUT, there are many other points- that have to be con- 
sidered before an accurate evaluation of this practice can be 
made. For instance, the tests are scheduled on three nights

Upperclassmen may remember 
a student named Jim Beier, Presi- 
dent of the Senior Class, who 
really rocked the administration's 
boat with a few more radical, 
measurer Th-an those- that Mr. " 
-D’Avignon proposes. Jim not only 
sunk himself, but also * encourg- 
ed the administration to. fortify 
its ship with stricter enforcement 
of traditions and regulations. Un- 
til the present time, the admini- 
..stmtion has a miably been able t o 
submerge students’ rights under 
its unquestionable authority. 
Those trying to deviate from its 
policy have been met with the 
proposition of either liking it, 
putting up with it, or leaving.

Ratification of the new policy by the college’s Board of 
Directors is needed to make this pdficy official, biit ratifica r 
tion is almost certain. Until the board meets, the college will 
be implementing this policy, effective immediately. Due to 
the deadline schedule of Stuff, it was impossible to include 
the new policy in this issue. However* bur- next issue. 7( Nov. 
16) will carry, the entire text .of this policy. The policy also 
will be included in the student handbook next year. 

Every student as urged to read this policy, to become 
familiar with this -policy, and thus be aware of his rights to 
due process at Saint Joe’s.

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Films, Discussion To Top 


' Following the suggestion of the 
administration to try and develop 
an interesting and stimulating 
project for the January interterm 
period, the Philosophy department 
has come up with a new course, 
entitled: Great Issuesr ^ontemr 
porary Problems in Ethics. The 
course will satisfy an upper level 
philosophy requirement. Father 
Ernest Ranly, C.PP.S., chairman 
of/the Philosophy Department and 
instructor of the course, hopes 
the subject matter of the course 
will be of interest to all students. 

■ Instead of the Aristotle and 
Plato assignments one usually as- 
sociates with a philosophy course, 
this new course will he concerned 
with current and vital topics. Such 
questions as pre-marital sex, abor- 
tion, sterilization, modern war, 
professional ethics, divorce, the 
. racial problem and -other similar 
questions will be the subject of 
the course. 

The uniqueness of the course, 
though, will consist in the ap- 
proach given to these topics. The 
class will discuss the^vartous prpb- •' 
’ems as they are seen in movies 
to be presented ’to the class. After 
a few preliminary lectures and 
the assignment of topics to the 
students, a schedule of ten movies 
will be shbwn, including: La Dolce 
Vita, On the Beach, Requiem for 
a Heavyweight, Peyton Place, 
Splendor in the Grass, A Raisin 
in the Sun, The Hustler, The L- 
Shaped Room, and Room at the 
Top. After each movie there will 
be a discussion led by students 
assigned to study the particular 


problems presented in the movie. 

Father Ranly, in response to a 
question regarding why this 
course will be taught, said it was 
a sort of compromise between sev- 
eral departments. There is great in- 
terest among many of the faculty 
members over a cinema course 
being offered at Saint Joseph’s. 
But the shortness of the inter- 
term period rules out any lengthy 
consideration of the cinema as 
an art form. They felt there was 
still a need to at least lay the 
foundation for future studies of 
the film. This course, philosophy 
46, came into being' as that' foun- 
dation. **. - 

. Father . Ranly emphasizes that 
these movies are all “message” 
movjes and that the emphasis will 
be on .what they are trying to say 
rather than how they say it. 

Father says the course will 
definitely be “offered- during J;he 
January session. If he cannot find , 
the necessary eight to ten .people 
here at Saint Joe’s, he said the 
course will be open to the Capu- 

The interest of the student body* 
in movies is something that is 
growing and the Philosophy De- 
partment hopes to attract students 
to- this course by -offering a study 
of comtemporary problems as 
seen in movies. Coupling this 
course with the fine arts film 
series- being conducted on Wednes- 
day evenings, the development of 
a course concerned with cinema 
arts seems inevitable.

Holy Hiawatha! — 

Columbus Day Rcoisiled

- I must say I was somewhat dis- 

appointed with the enthusiasm 
showed by the student body with 
regard to Columbus Day. It isn’t 
everyday that Columbus Day rolls

~ s around, and when it does- so, it 
should be taken advantage of. I 
have here selections from a 
journal written by an ancestor of 
mine. Maybe his telling of a few 
of the events surrounding that 
day in 1492 will serve to replenish 
your enthusiasm for, Columbus 
and his wonderful deeds. 

“In fourteen ninety-two, I pad- 
died with several other savages 
out into the water to intercept a 
certain explorer, Columbus by 
name. I was in this tremendous 
Canoe, 16 feet long from stem to 
front. There were six of us in it, 
three to throw rocks and three -ta 
paddle like mad. We were tola 
that there would be three ships, 
sailing single file, through the 
water. We went out 'early one 
morning, and waited. Chief Red 

. , , Eagle, who was in my canoe, was 
so sunburned when we returned 
that, night that -he wouldn’t speak 
to his wife. He had a very bad 
temper and when -she -asked him 
why he was sunburned so, he 
ducked her head in the porridge, 
with the result that the last I 
heard of her she was still having 
skin-grafts. 

“The three boats neVer came that 
day, and we had a pow-wow about 
it. The plan was to beat them, 
not with our savage but primitive 
instruments of war* of cpurse, but 
to yell and -cause much confusion. ' 
We talked this plan over that 
night. But- mostly our worry was 
the chief’s sunburn, and a certain 


pessimistic stomach ache he was 
developing.” 

(To bring this into importance 
in our own times, I should say 
that the old days had prophets to 
predict who would win battles. 
But in the days of Columbus, as 
in our times, nobody knows what 
will happen and most are afraid 
to think about it.) 

“He kept murmuring, ‘Me not 
want to die,’ and rolling on the 
floor of the tent. This was a ter- 
rible thing to watch.” 

(It occurs to me to note the 
chief’s quotation above. I think 
mo^t of you can translate it from 
the savage tongue yourselves. It 
is really amazing how closely re-j 
lated Indian and English actually 
are, when you think of it. For- 
those of you who cannot under- 
stand what the chief was rolling 
on the floor and saying, J woqjd. 
recommend asking a friend. If 
there is widespread comment that 
the quotation m, on the other 
hand, more difficult than I think, 
then we will^et up a small booth 
in the south lounge’ of Halleck 
and station a linguist there to 
help out.. I don’t know what else 
we can do.) ~ 

“In theSe times, our particular 
little ’ tribe was having some 
trouble with the medicine man. At 
length I must “-admit "tha t our 
chief went out of His mind with 
fear that night, and was seen 
several times dashing about in the 
forest, after cleverly duping us 
into looking the other way during 
our pow-wow, so that he could 
slip out of the tent. As I say, it 
was with greatest hesitation that 
we went after him, caught him in 
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a local meadow as he crossed it 
alternating handsprings with cart- 
wheels, and took him with some 
difficulty to our less-than-satis- 
factory medicine man. 

“I should say that there was a 
shortage of medicine men in these; 
days and for that reason we 
patronized him for fear he might 
leave us. Many of the savages 
. were discouraged with him be- 
cause of the time he blew a rain 
dance and caused a rabbit plague. 
We were hesitant; but since it 
was an emergency,^ our ailing 
chief was put at this man’s-mereyi— 
The medicine man gave him a 
sas safrass leaf to put in .hia. 
mouth, hoping that, if it were 
carried so that it protruded at 
the corners oV said mouth,- it 
would cause a degree of self- 
consciousness and discourage him 
from dashing- madly through the 
forest.” . 

(Here there is a break in the 
manuscript.) , — , 

“ . . huge canoe out to rescue 
the survivors of the-, catasrophe 
taking place on the rocks in the 
bay; and posed for several 
Mathew Brady shots while wait- 
ing for Mr. ^Columbus to arrive, 
which he did by the bye, cast up 
by the sea on a 16-foot wave tljat 
nearly made him forget the spooF 
about the eclipse. At any rate, the 
meeting of the savages was peace- 
ful, and came off smoothly with 
the exception of the language 
barrier which was to be expected.” 

With these few notes concern- 
ing the discovery of our country, 

I should hope that a greater ap- 
preciation of the man and the 
day that comnjemorates the man 


this week, Father O’Dell sjaid, 
“The Catholic college is to be the 
locus where revelation comes into 
a more fully .human existence. 
The Theology Department mind 
have a key role here although tpe 
other departments are involved.

“The future of 
Saint Joseph’s as a ---Catholic col- 
lege depends a great deal ..upon 
the outcome of those seminars,” 
he says. “Each department finds 
out its unique role in terms of 
the Catholic college. On this basis 
I would be very hopeful. I think 
that in the whole area of Catholic 
education we’re kind “ of feeling 
our way and we will be for a few 
years. It’s hard to say what the 
finished product will be, but I’m 
hopeful.” . 

The sort of theologian * who 

,*> 

seems to look like a theologian 
and a professor respected among 
his students for his sincerity, Fa- 
ther O’Dell attended high school 
and his first year of college at 
his home in Jackson, Michigan. 
During that first year of college, 
he began thinking abdut the 


priesthood. A parish priest who , 
had once^been a mission counselor 
here at one time first told Father 
O’Dell about Saint Joseph’s. He 
came here as a semihafian in 1948 
and was ordained in 1956. 

The next year he spent" in Can^ 
ada at the .University of Montreal 
where he earned an S.T.L. degree. 
He then taught at Saint Joseph’s 
for two years before going to 
Rome in 1959 for two ypars to 
study at the Gregorianum, a Jesuit 
university, where he received an 
S.T.L. degree. Since 1961 “Father 
O’Dell has been teaching , at Saint 
Joseph’s. In 1962 he was assigned 
to Xavier Hall as a resident and 
as an assistant to Father McKay. 
Recently he was appointed chair- 
mail of the Department of 
Theology., .
